1983  Convention  Ends 
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COLLECTING  MEDALS  THE  HARD  WAY

The  1 98 1  and  1 982  Texas  Walkfest  medals  feature  the  Nimitz  Hotel  and  Lange  s 
Mill,  Fredericksburg  area  tourist  attractions. 


Some  TNA  members  may  perhaps 
remember  a  medal  display  at  the  1975 
convention  featuring  German  Volks- 
march  or  hiking  medals  collected  by 
the  author  in  Europe.  These  medals 
are  awarded  to  participants  in  organ¬ 
ized  hikes  which  are  quite  popular  in 
Europe.  The  Volksmarch,  primarily  of 
German  origin,  is  popular  in  most  of 
Europe,  Mexico  and  the  United  States. 
In  the  U.S.  it  was  first  introduced  in 
Texas  but  has  now  spread  to  all  states 
including  Hawaii. 

The  Volksmarch  (the  people's  walk) 
consists  of  a  hike  over  a  course 
usually  10  to  25  kilometers  long. 
Participants  are  given  the  option  of 
enjoying  a  short  walk  or  a  longer  hike. 
Routes  are  well  marked  and  are  usu¬ 
ally  on  established  trails.  Frequently 
the  path  is  a  country  road  but  a  few 
hikes  such  as  those  held  at  Glenrose 


follow  paths  up  and  down  the  hills. 
Organizers  of  the  hikes  have  water 
stops  along  the  routes  as  well  as 
persons  who  monitor  the  routes 
should  a  hiker  develop  a  problem. 

While  the  Volksmarch  is  a  fund 
raiser  for  the  sponsor,  the  main  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  hike  is  to  have  a  good  time 
and  enjoy  the  outdoors.  It  is  not  a 
race.  There  is  no  time  limit  to  finish 
the  hike  and  participants  are  encour¬ 
aged  to  take  their  time.  Crowds  are 
usually  rare  since  participants  can 
start  anytime  within  a  4  to  6  hour 
period.  All  participants  who  pay  the 
entry  fee  and  complete  the  walk  are 
awarded  a  medal.  If  you  just  wish  to 
walk  the  route  and  not  receive  a 
medal,  you  are  invited  to  hike  at  no 
charge. 

Routes  are  usually  selected  so  that 
persons  of  all  ages  may  attend.  Most 
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routes  are  negotiable  by  persons  with 
crutches  or  strollers.  Our  second  son 
enjoyed  his  first  Volksmarch  at  6 
weeks  of  age  riding  in  his  wagon. 

Volksmarches  are  annual  2- day 
events  but  hikes  may  be  held  in  the 
same  areas  many  times  a  year.  Hous¬ 
ton,  San  Antonio.  Dallas- Ft.  Worth.

and  Fredericksburg  are  among  those 
areas  which  have  several  hikes  an¬ 
nually.  Fredericksburg  is  unique  in 
that  it  has  a  sanctioned  Volksmarch 
which  may  be  hiked  any  day  of  the 
year. 

Medals  usually  feature  some  local 
theme  and  are  dated.  Designs  are 
changed  annually.  Those  who  wish  to 
hike  both  the  long  and  short  walk 
often  have  the  option  to  secure  medals 
from  previous  years.  Most  medals  are 
brass,  bronze,  aluminum  or  copper 
nickel.  They  come  in  a  variety  of 
shapes,  may  have  a  ribbon,  or  may  be 
enameled. 


Hikes  are  sanctioned  by  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Volksport  Association  (AVA),  the 
U.S.  representative  of  the  Interna- 
tionaler  Volksport  Verband  (1VV). 
These  organizations  promote  good 
will  among  participants  as  well  as 
helping  new  events  begin.  The  IVV 
sponsors  events  in  bicycling,  snow 
skiing,  swimming,  as  well  as  hiking. 
Those  who  attend  the  annual  IVV 
events  in  Fredericksburg  have  the 
option  of  hiking  one  day  and  swim¬ 
ming  the  next,  thereby  receiving  two 
different  medals  for  his  efforts. 

Participants  in  IVV  sanctioned 
events  may  also  receive  special  awards 
for  the  number  of  events  they  attend 
and  for  the  total  distance  they  have 
walked.  Distance  awards  can  be  ac¬ 
cumulated  up  to  10,000  kilometers 
walked  and  beyond.  Event  awards  are 
given  for  every  25  events  up  to  600 
and  for  every  50  events  beyond  this. 
There  is  no  time  limit  in  accumulating 
these  special  awards  and  events  par¬ 
ticipated  in  any  country  which  has  an 
IVV  representative  may  be  applied  to 
the  total  accumulation.

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THE  STORY  BEHIND  THE  COIN

LICINIUS  I  -  HE  COULDN’T  LEAVE  WELL  ENOUGH  ALONE 


It  was  the  year  308  A.D.,  and  the 
Congress  of  Carnumtum  had  just 
degraded  Constantine  from  Augustus 
to  the  rank  of  Caesar.  His  vacant  post 
as  Augustus  of  the  West  was  given  to 
Valerius  Licinianus  Licinius,  who  was 
a  close  friend  of  Galerius. 

The  following  year,  Constantine 
was  once  again  voted  in  as  Augustus. 
In  the  spring  of  303,  Licinius  made  an 
agreement  with  Constantine  as  an 
ally.  Constantine  and  Licinius  met  at 
Milan,  and  after  celebrating  the 
marriage  of  Licinius  to  Constantine 
(Constantine's  half-sister).  they 
issued  the  famous  Edict  of  Milan, 
which  granted  complete  religious 
freedom  to  the  subjects  of  the  Roman 
Empire. 

The  eastern  part  of  the  Empire  was 
ruled  by  Maximinus,  who  crossed 
over  from  Asia  Minor  and  had 
invaded  Licinius'  territory,  taking 
several  cities  as  he  advanced  through 
Thrance  (Greece).  Licinius  rushed 
from  Milan  to  meet  him  and  in  a  battle 
fought  on  April  30,  313,  Maximinus 
was  completely  defeated.  Maximinus 
escaped  capture  by  disguising  him¬ 
self  as  a  slave.  When  Maximinus 
became  ill  in  the  autumn  of  313  A.  D. 
and  died  at  Tarius,  the  entire  Eastern 
part  of  the  Roman  Empire  came  under 
the  control  of  Licinius. 

A  decade  of  joint  rule  by  Licinius 
and  Constantine  followed,  but  there 
was  bad  blood  between  them.  As  early 
as  314  A.  D.,  there  were  strained 


relations  and  two  battles  were  fought, 
with  neither  Augustus  a  clear  winner. 

Licinius  was  so  sure  that  he  would 
defeat  Constantine  in  the  second 
battle,  he  proclaimed  one  of  his 
generals,  Aurelius  Valerias  Valens,  as 
emperor  to  replace  Constantine  - 
prior  to  the  battle!  But  one  of  the 
peace  terms  following  the  second 
battle  was  to  depose  Valens  and  he 
was  put  to  death. 

Three  new  Caesars  were  appointed 
on  March  1,  317  A.D.  Flavius  Julius 
Crispus  and  Flavius  Claudius 
Constantinus  (Constantine  II)  were 
sons  of  Constantine,  and  Valerius 
Licinianus  Licinius  (Licinius  II) 
was  the  son  of  Licinius.  In  324, 
however,  the  rivalry  between  the  two 
Augusti  came  to  a  head,  and  two  more 
battles  (one  at  Hadrianoplis  in  July; 
the  other  at  Chrysolpolis  in 
September)  were  enough  to  put  the  lid 
on  Licinius’  fate. 

Through  the  intervention  of 
Constantia.  wife  of  Licinius  and 
Constantine's  half-sister,  the  lives  of 
Licinius  I  and  his  son  were  spared, 
and  they  were  allowed  to  return  to 
private  life. 

But  Licinius  just  couldn't  leave  well 
enough  alone.  He  soon  began  to  plot 
against  Constantine  the  Great  and 
was  put  to  death. 

During  the  reign  of  Licinius.  15 
mints  were  kept  busy  issuing  gold  and 
bronze  coins.  The  only  silver  was  a

In  a  recent  letter  from  Dr.  Robert 
Greenwood,  District  IV  governor, 
there  was  a  suggestion  that  we  follow 
the  lead  of  some  of  our  sister  -  how 
about  that  all  you  "libbers”?

Earlier  this  month  I  was  called  as  a 
volunteer,  to  a  part  of  the  Houston 
Independent  School  District  to  speak 
to  a  group  of  sub-teenagers.  This 
group  was  comprised  of  nine  and  ten 
year  olds  who  have  a  club  within  the 
framework  of  H.I.S.D.  My  offer  went 
into  the  mill  a  full  three  years  ago  and 


I  had  thought  I  had  been  forgotten. 
There  are  13  of  the  children  in  the 
club  but  only  nine  were  present.  I 
pushed  TNA  very  strongly  due  to  the 
fact  that  children  of  nine  are 
permitted  to  join  while  one  must  be 
1  1  to  join  ANA.  Each  child  was  given 
an  Indian  Head  cent  as  a  gift  plus  an 
application  to  TNA.  I  started  to  speak 
but  there  were  so  many  hands  up  and 
questions  asked  that  I  just  dropped 
the  talk  and  instituted  a  question  and 
answer  program.  This  lasted  for 
almost  an  hour  and  was  only  broken 
up  by  the  announcement  that  the 
buses  were  about  to  leave.  They 
seemed  to  enjoy  the  session  and  I 
certainly  did. 

It  is  not  too  early  to  start  planning 
that  exhibit  for  TNA  at  Corpus  Christi. 
I  am  planning  to  exhibit  and  I  started 
after  the  Ft.  Worth  convention  and 
still  feel  that  I  am  running  short  of 
time  to  do  the  job  that  needs  to  be 
done.

The  Bureau  of  Engraving  &  Printing 
has  issued  the  second  souvenir  card 
of  the  Fiscal  Year  1983  Program 
commemorating  the  28th  annual  con¬ 
vention  of  the  Florida  United  Numis¬ 
matists,  Inc.  held  in  Orlando,  Fla., 
January  5-8.
